The Black Student Association Plus received final approval of their charter 
from the Mississippi College Student Senate on Jan. 17. 

The group is dedicated to exploring the different cultural backgrounds of MC 
students with an emphasis on black culture, said Marcus Thompson, club pres- 
ident. 

“It was the first order of business,” said Senior Senator Dirk Dedeaux. “Marcus 
presented the senate with his proposal for a charter, and according to the Tom- 
ahawk, the student senate approves charters for new organizations on campus.” 

Debate was light with the charter approved in about 10 minutes, Dedeaux said. 
In contrast it took months for the BSA Plus to reach this point. 

“We began early in the fall semester with our preparations for our charter,” 
said Thompson. “After the constitution itself was written, (the charter) went 
through several different procedures which pretty much took the whole semester.” 

“(The charter) was received pretty favorably by the majority of the senate,” 
said Senate Clerk Joey Smith. “They wanted to clarify a couple of things as to 
what the organization would be aimed at, what their goals were as a club on 
campus, and what they wanted to do.” 

Dedeaux said: “Two senators in particular questioned the wisdom of naming 
the organization the Black Student Association Plus. I’m not sure why they 
questioned it. The majority of the senate were in support for approving the charter. 
They were not confused about the name. They felt the name made it expressively 
clear that the organization was not an exclusively black organization.”
